Easing Santa Ana winds 
may aid firefighting efforts 

SAN DIEGO I Ash fell on the beach like snow and 
drivers turned on their headlights in the smoky 
daytime streets Monday as wildfires skipped 
through the hills of Southern California and 
threatened 30,000 more homes. 

California’s deadliest outbreak of fires in 
more than a decade has destroyed at least 
1,100 homes, killed at least 13 people and 
consumed more than 400,000 acres stretch- 
ing from the Mexican border to the suburbs 
northeast of Los Angeles. 


The dry, hot Santa Ana winds that have 
fanned the flames began to ease Monday, 
raising hopes that overwhelmed firefight- 
ers could make progress with the help of re- 
inforcements on their way from other Western 
states. But the danger was still high. 

President Bush designated the fire-stricken 
region a major disaster area, opening the door 
to grants, loans and other aid to residents and 
businesses in Los Angeles, San Bernardino, 
San Diego and Ventura counties. 

Gov. Gray Davis moved to activate the 
National Guard and summon help from near- 
by states. He predicted the cost of the fires 
would be in the billions, seth hettena (ap) 


Muhammad Sought 
Bullets, Cousin Says 

VIRGINIA BEACH, VA. I Weeks before the sniper 
attacks that terrorized the Washington area, 
John Allen Muhammad showed a cousin in 
Louisiana a rifle and claimed he was on a 
covert military operation, the cousin said 
Monday at Muhammad’s trial, which is now 
in the second week of testimony. 

Charlene Anderson testified that she 
allowed Muhammad and fellow sniper sus- 
pect Lee Boyd Malvo to stay in her Louisiana 
home for a few days in 2002. 

Anderson said Muhammad asked where 
he could buy bullets for the rifle and told her 
he was on an undercover mission to recover 
plastic explosives that had disappeared from

Lawyers Mulling Challenge in 
Schiavo Right-to-Die Case 

The husband of a severely brain-dam- 
aged woman has until Wednesday 
to challenge the constitutionality 
of a week-old law that authorized 
Governor Jeb Bush to intervene in 
the contentious right-to-die case. 
Bush used the law to order Terri 
Schiavo’s feeding tube reinserted 
Oct. 21, six days after her husband 
had it removed with a court’s approv- 
al. Michael Schiavo has been battling 
his in-laws for years to carry out what 
he says is his wife’s wish to not be 
kept alive artificially, (ap) 

WASHINGTON 

States, Cities Sue EPA Over 
New Clean Air Regulations 

Twelve states and several Northeast 
cities sued the Environmental 
Protection Agency on Monday to try 
to block the Bush administration’s 
changes to the Clean Air Act. EPA’s 
new rule makes it easier to upgrade 
utilities, refineries and other indus- 
trial facilities without installing addi- 
tional pollution controls. It will take 
effect in two months, and states have 
up to three years to comply, (ap) 

CHICAGO 

Pediatrician Arrested With 
Child Porn, Knockout Drugs 

A Chicago pediatrician was arrest- 
ed after thousands of images of 
child pornography were found on 
his computers, federal prosecutors 
said Monday. Dr. H. Marc Watzman, 
37, also had a hidden panel in his car 
that contained drugs such as mor- 
phine, compounds used to induce 
unconsciousness and a substance 
used to induce temporary muscu- 
lar paralysis. He was charged with 
possession of child pornography. He 
has not been accused of trying to use 
the drugs on anyone, (ap)

Fast-spreading Calif, 
wildfires elaim 13 
lives in just a few days 

SAN DIEGO I As flames closed in, a 
neighbor ran to Nancy Morphew’s 
door to warn her. But Morphew 
didn’t seem worried about getting 
out in time. 

“She met me at the front door and 
said, 1 know, I know. Go help other 
people,”’ David Wallace recalled. 
“She seemed like she had a plan.” 

After the fire tore through Sunday, 
Morphew was found dead in the 
road, her burned- out truck sitting 
at the bottom of a steep ditch along 
Yellow Brick Road. 

Like many of the 13 people who 
died in the wildfires burning across 
Southern California, Morphew — a 
51-year- old woman who took pride 
in running her own horse ranch — 
apparently underestimated how fast 
the flames were moving. 

Morphew apparently was over- 
come by flames after climbing her 
way out of the ditch, according to the 
county Medical Examiner’s Office. 


GARDEN CITY, N.Y. | More than 
seven years after TWA Flight 800 
exploded over the Atlantic Ocean 
off Long Island, the reconstructed 
jumbo jet has been packed up and is 
being sent to a college in Virginia, 
where it will be used to train air 
safety investigators. 

All 230 people aboard the 
plane died minutes after takeoff 
from Kennedy Airport on a flight 
to Paris on July 17, 1996.

Nine welfare workers 
fired after adopted 
kids found starving 

TRENTON, N.J. | The body of a 7- 
year-old boy found in a box in a 
basement nearly a year ago prompt- 
ed a shake-up at New Jersey’s 
child welfare agency. The agen- 
cy reviewed all open cases, hired 
366 more employees and received 
$30 million in emergency aid. 

Despite those changes, four 
adopted boys — one of them 19 
— were found earlier this month 
malnourished and weighing less 
than 50 pounds each. 

Their adoptive parents were 
charged last week with starving 
them. On Monday, nine child wel- 
fare employees were fired and the 
state announced another review of 
recently compiled safety assess- 
ments of children in state care.

James E. McGreevey 
said Monday the state is investigat- 
ing whether criminal charges should 
be filed against the caseworker. 

The 19 -year- old remained hos- 
pitalized Monday in a cardiac unit, 
while the other boys, ages 14, 10 and 
9, were doing well in foster homes, 
Camden County Prosecutor Vincent 
P. Sarubbi said. 

Authorities said the boys were 
locked out of the kitchen and fed a 
diet of uncooked pancake batter, 
peanut butter and jelly, and cereal. 
The boys told investigators they also 
gnawed insulation. They were found

JACKSON, MISS. I In a contest cast 
as a test of President Bush’s pop- 
ularity leading into 2004, GOP 
luminaries are trooping through 
Mississippi to promote former 
party chairman Haley Barbour 
in his bid to unseat Democratic 
Gov. Ronnie Musgrove. 

Former Senate Majority 
Leader Bob Dole appeared in 
Biloxi and Jackson on Friday to 


brag on Barbour, a well-connected 
Washington lobbyist, Republican 
National Committee chairman 
from 1993 to 1997 and member of 
the George W. Bush’s 
exploratory commit- 
tee before the 2000 
presidential election. 

On Saturday, 
three days before the 
Nov. 4 election, Bush 
plans to make two 
stopsin state Republicanstrongholds. 

In a state that leans Republican in 
federal elections and splits between 
the two parties for state and local 


races, Musgrove has not invited in 
national Democratic figures and 
even avoids mention of his party’s 
name in his advertising. 

Instead, he touts himself as “inde- 
pendent” and “conservative.” 

Both national parties are pump- 
ing money into the most expensive 
governor’s race in state history. 

Barbour has received $2 million 
from the Republican Governors 
Association, and Musgrove has got- 
ten $1.6 million from the Democratic 
Governors Association, according 
to recent campaign finance reports.

ABC Test Backs Report 
On JFK’s Assassination 


N E w YO R K I ABC News has conduct- 
ed an exhaustive investigation of the 
Kennedy assassination, complete 
with a computer-generated recon- 
struction, which irrefutably con- 
firms that Lee Harvey Oswald acted 
alone, the network said Monday. 

A two -hour special on the event 
is scheduled to air Nov. 20, two 
days before the 40th anniversary of 
President John F. Kennedy’s killing. 
The conclusion that Oswald alone 
shot Kennedy during a motorcade 


in Dallas mirrors that of the Warren 
Commission, the official govern- 
ment inquiry into the assassination. 
Yet even today, there remains a res- 
ervoir of doubt about the incident, 
largely fed by government secrecy 
and Oliver Stone’s movie on the 
assassination. 

ABC News worked with an 
expert who created a computer- 
generated reconstruction of the 
shooting based on maps, physical 
measurements, more than 500

photographs, films and autopsy 
reports, ABC said.

First Ombudsman

Strong Chance 13 Trapped 
Miners Are Still Alive 

Rescue workers labored to gouge a 
tunnel through solid rock Monday 
to reach 13 miners missing since icy 
water flooded into their coal mine 
four days ago. Officials say they 
believe there is a strong chance 
the men are alive. On Saturday, 33 
other miners who had been trapped 
were brought to the surface from 
the Zapadnaya mine in southern 
Russia. The miners were working 
some 800 meters below the surface 
on Thursday when water from a sub- 
terranean lake leaked into a shaft 
above them, blocking their exit, (ap)

One Killed in Police Raid 

Attacking by land, sea and air, police 
raided a slain gang leader’s slum on 
Monday and arrested a dozen of his 
cronies in retaliation for a police sta- 
tion attack the day before. A female 
bystander was shot and killed, at 
least two people were wounded and 
12 were arrested in the west coast 
slum of Raboteau, Radio Metropole

Amid Age Debate, Ex-Premier 
Says He Won’t Run for Office 

Former Prime Minister Yasuhiro 
Nakasone on Monday abandoned 
plans to run for re-election to par- 
liament. Prime Minister Junichiro 
Koizumi urged the 83 -year- old 
ex-premier to retire last week, 
prompting Nakasone to accuse 
him of age discrimination. Nakasone 
announced his decision not to run 
after the party’s election commit- 
tee decided Monday to exclude him 
from its candidate lineup for Nov. 
9 elections, (ap) 

COLOMBIA 

Bogota’s First Leftist Mayor 
Will Aid the Poor - And Rich 

Mayor- elect Luis Eduardo Garzon 
pledged Monday to work for Bogota’s 
poor after becoming the first leftist 
to win the top office in Colombia’s 
capital. Garzon also said he did not 
intend to forget about the rich, or 
foment class divisions. He said he 
would oppose some of President 
Alvaro Uribe’s hardline tactics in the 
campaign to crush the leftist insur- 
gency, particularly the mass arrests 
of suspected guerrillas, (ap) 


Baghdad Bloodied 
By 4 Car Bombers 


Dozens of people die 
in suieide attaeks on 
Red Cross, poliee foree 

BAGHDAD I Striking in rapid succes- 
sion, suicide car bombers bent on 
death for “collaborators” devastat- 
ed the Red Cross headquarters and 
three police stations Monday, kill- 
ing three dozen people and wound- 
ing more than 200 in the bloodiest 
day in Baghdad since the start of 
the U.S. occupation. 

From north to south in this 
city of 5 million, the explosions 
left streetscapes of broken bod- 
ies, twisted wreckage and Iraqis 
unnerved by an escalating under- 


ground war. The dead included eight 
Iraqi policemen, at least 26 Iraqi 
civilians and a U.S. soldier. 

Iraqi and U.S. authorities in 
Baghdad blamed the coordinat- 
ed quadruple blasts on foreign 
fighters intent on targeting those 
they accuse of collaborating with 
U.S. forces. One captive would-be 
bomber was reportedly carrying a 
Syrian passport. 

But in Washington, Pentagon 
officials said they believed loyal- 
ists of ousted President Saddam 
Hussein were responsible. U.S. 
President George W. Bush said 
insurgents had become more “des- 
perate” because of what he said was 
progress in Iraq.

Arafat Not 
A Target, 
Sharon Says 

JERUSALEM I Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon said for the first time 
Monday that Israel has no plans 
to kill Yasser Arafat. 

Israel’s Cabinet last month decid- 
ed to “remove” Arafat at an unspeci- 
fied time in response to Palestinian 
suicide bomb attacks, prompting 
speculation the Palestinian leader 
would be expelled or assassinated. 

“I don’t see any plans to kill him,” 
Sharon told a delegation of lawmak- 
ers from the European Union. 

Sharon delivered his assessment 
as Israel confirmed plans to begin 
providing services to eight settle- 
ment outposts in the West Bank. 
The announcement dealt another 
blow to the faltering U.S. -backed 
peace plan, which calls for a con- 
struction freeze in Israeli settle- 
ments and removal of outposts 
erected since 2001. (ap) 


MOSCOW I Shares in Russia’s largest 
oil firm plunged and dragged the 
Moscow stock market down with 
them Monday, the first trading day 
after the weekend arrest and jailing 
of its billionaire chairman. 

President Vladimir Putin 
defended prosecutors’ decision to 
arrest Russia’s richest man, Mikhail 
Khodorkovsky, whom special forc- 
es seized in a stunning operation at 
a Siberian airport. But fears were 


high that the move could stall the 
Russian economy, which recently 
has seen robust progress back from 
the 1998 collapse of the ruble. 

Khodorkovsky’s arrest was an 
escalation of the probe into the 
Yukos oil company that began in 
July and that many analysts and 
politicians have speculated is politi- 


cal revenge for the tycoon’s funding 
of opposition parties. 

Earlier in the day, after Yukos 
shares lost 20 percent, trading on 
the Moscow exchange was halted 
for an hour. The ruble, which this 
year has made an overall 12 percent 
rise against the U.S. dollar, dipped 
1 percent, jim heintz (ap) 


U.S. Citizen Freed 
After 3 Years 
In Chinese Jaii 

B E I J I N G I China deported a Chinese- 
born American citizen convicted 
of obtaining state secrets and put 
him on a plane to the United States 
on Monday. 

Fong Fuming, 68, had been on 
a list of 13 prisoners that the U.S. 
government identified to China as 
priority cases. 

Fong was sentenced to five years 
in March 2002 after being detained

Vatican Condemns 
Court’s Crucifix Ban 


Pope says he will not 
allow it to be excluded 
from public life in Italy 

ROME I An Italian judge’s order that 
the crucifix be removed from a pub- 
lic school drew a rebuke Monday 
from the Vatican and set off out- 
rage across a country that officially 
separates church and state. 

“Many things can be removed 
from us Christians. But the cross 
as a sign of salvation we will not 
let them take,” the pope was quot- 
ed as saying in the Vatican news- 
paper. “We will not allow it to be 


excluded from public life.” 

The controversy erupted after 
Islamic activist Adel Smith won 
a court ruling last week to have a 
crucifix removed from his sons’ ele- 
mentary school in Ofena, 90 miles 
northeast of Rome. The school has 
a month to abide by the court’s rul- 
ing, which can be appealed. 

The issue may be gaining such 
attention because Italy has only 
recently begun to acknowledge 
large non- Christian groups in its 
society. One estimate says there are 
now as many as 800,000 Muslims 
in this country of 57 million people.

Yields to Bitter

PARIS I Still reeling from a sum- 
mer heat wave that may have killed 
15,000 people, France is tackling a 
new enemy: The cold. 

Authorities have opened extra 
beds for homeless people and 
ordered police to watch out for 
the vulnerable after an unseason- 
able cold snap gripped the French 
capital over the weekend. 


Temperatures in Paris dropped 
to 29 F over the weekend, accord- 
ing to Meteo France, the national 
weather service. Two people have 
died from the cold since Friday. 

In Paris, the city dispatched 
three patrol cars manned by a 
driver, nurse and social worker to 
respond to calls and look for people 
needing help, said Stefania Parigi, 
director of the city’s emergency 
social services. 

“With all the individuals who 
died this summer in the heat wave, 
I have the impression that people 
have become much more vigilant,” 
said Parigi. (ap)

Boston skipper has 
been under fire since

PRO BASEBALL I Red Sox manager 
Grady Little will not be back next 
year, paying the price for his deci- 
sion to stick with Pedro Martinez 
in Game 7 of the AL champion- 
ship series. 

The Red Sox let Little go on 
Monday, less than two weeks after 
Boston blew a chance to play in the 
World Series when its ace couldn’t 
hold a lead against the New York 
Yankees. 

The Florida Marlins beat the 
Yankees in the Series that wrapped 
up Saturday, ending baseball’s 
embargo on major moves, freeing 
the Red Sox to cut Little loose. 

Little’s contract expires Friday, 
and the team decided not to exer- 
cise its 2004 option. 

“He took it very well,” Red Sox 
president Lucchino said. “He was 
very gracious. There was no anger 
or raised voices. On the contrary, 
he thanked us for the opportunity

he had been given to manage the 
Red Sox and to manage in the big 
leagues. ...We will now seek a new 
manager for the long term to take 
us in a new direction.”

The Red Sox won 93 and 95 
games in Little’s two years as 
manager, reaching the playoffs this 
year for the first time since 1999.

Home, Murderous Home 


A new batch of 
mysteries offers 
some unreal estate 

BOOKS I Houses are scenes of may- 
hem, malevolence and murder in 
four new thrillers. 

The books, by M.C. Beaton, 
Peter Straub, Rochelle Krich and 
Sara Paretsky, are among the lat- 
est hardcover novels of mystery 
and suspense, which also include 
works by Patricia Cornwell and 
James Lee Burke. 

In Beaton’s “Agatha Raisin and 
the Haunted House” (St. Martin’s), 
Raisin, English villager and ama- 
teur sleuth, investigates her 14th 
case when a house haunted by 
whispers, footsteps and a cool white 
mist becomes the scene of the sus- 
picious death of its ill-humored 
inhabitant. 

Another piece of unreal estate is 
the locale for Straub’s “Lost Boy Lost 
Girl” (Random House). A teenage 
boy disappears soon after his moth- 
er’s unexpected suicide. His uncle, 
a horror novelist, follows his trail to 
an abandoned house that had been 
the object of the boy’s obsession and 
where a child-murderer is thought 
to be hiding. 

Probably more like a nightmare 
is “Dream House” (Ballantine), 
Krich ’s latest adventure featur- 
ing crime reporter Molly Blume 
of Los Angeles, where increasing- 
ly violent vandalism is occurring

in a posh part of town. Halloween 
pranks of broken windows and egg- 
pelting escalate into murder and 
arson at the home of a curmudgeon 
whose daughter has been missing 
for months. 

Merely watching a friend’s empty 
house breeds trouble for Chicago 
private eye V.I. Warshawski in 
Paretsky ’s “Blacklist” (Putnam), 
the series’s 11th installment. When 
Warshawski pursues a nighttime 
intruder, she falls into a pond 
and surfaces holding hands with 
a corpse, the body of a reporter 
missing since the 1950s. 

In Cornwell’s “Blow Fly” 
(Putnam), the series’s 12th, Kay 
Scarpetta has left her post as 
Virginia’s chief medical examiner 
and moved to Florida to become 
a private forensics investigator. 
Jean-Baptiste Chandonne, the 
evil “Wolfman” who tried to kill 
her, offers to reveal family secrets 
to Scarpetta in a private audi- 
ence from his cell on death row. 
Meanwhile, she’s helping investi- 
gators puzzled by a rash of abduc- 
tions in Louisiana. 

Also in the Pelican State, New 
Iberia Police Detective Dave 
Robicheaux returns to New Orleans 
when his friend, a priest, is brutal- 
ly assaulted in Burke’s “Last Car to 
Elysian Fields” (Simon & Schuster). 
The investigation reopens a 50 -year- 
old case involving a blues musician 
who disappeared inside the notori- 
ous Angola Prison, ron berthel (ap) 


The Strokes, Treading Water 


M U S I C I Any sense that the Strokes’ 
downtown New York pedigree car- 
ried with it an element of danger is 
wiped away during the handclaps 
and hokey Cars-like synthesizer line 
on “12 : 51,” a reminiscence of teenage 
romance on their new album. 

Most of the New York rock bands 
from 25 years ago that the Strokes 
model themselves after were partly 
pop bands, too. That’s a strength the 
Strokes have absorbed and makes 
“Room on Fire” (RCA) while not 
exactly a sonic innovation, at least 
a lot of fun. 


This tight, tuneful disc whips by 
in 33 minutes. The Strokes became 
stars and earned much praise for 
their debut, but sound more com- 
fortable in their own skin on this 
album — consolidating influenc- 
es and asserting their own sense of 
style. Give Drew Barrymore cred- 
it for taste: Her boyfriend, drum- 
mer Fabrizio Moretti, is the band’s 
secret weapon. 

Singer Julian Casablancas 
tosses off quick, memorable lines 
in impressionistic songs: “I want 
to be beside her, she wants to be 


admired,” he sings in the album 
opener. He practically croons in 
spots. The heavily distorted vocals 
are a gimmick that is quickly get- 
ting old, though. 

The Strokes are vulnerable to 
criticism for running in place here, 
and may have more pressure to be 
scene leaders than they deserve or 
can accept. 

Nothing wrong with mastering 
what you do best, however. “Room 
on Fire” is the sound of a solid, fun 
rock band doing precisely J&k

M U S I C I Some viewers of the Fox sit- 
com “That ’70s Show” have won- 
dered about the show’s theme and 
the music used to underline dra- 
matic moments. 

Why are they playing tunes that 
no one who lived through the period 
remembers? 

Those songs are the work of the 
Memphis ensemble Big Star, which, 
despite making quality music, found 
success to be elusive. 

The new Ryko release “Big Star 
Story,” a comprehensive best of, 
serves to illustrate why, for many, 
this critical favorite may be the 
greatest band of which you’ve 
never heard. 

Big Star formed in 1971 with 
guitarist/vocalists Alex Chilton 
and Chris Bell, Andy Hummell on 
bass and Jody Stephens on drums. 
Chilton was already familiar to the 
general public as the voice of the Box 
Tops, the blue -eyed soul outfit who 
scored a Billboard chart-topper in 
1967 with “The Letter.” 

The group’s first recording, “#1 
Record,” featured blissful pop, 
melodic rock and acoustic bal- 
lads. It also boasted the boredom 
anthem “In the Street,” the eventual 
theme to “That ’70s Show.” 

Hopes were high for this release 
and for 1974’s “Radio City” (from 
which the Bangles later eked a 
minor hit with a cover of “September 
Gurls”). But, the band still claims, 
the records disappeared due to the 



In spite of the band’s name, Big Star 
never became big stars — just legends. 

inability of distributors to meet 
demand for the product. 

The third Big Star album became 
the stuff of legend. “Kanga Roo” and 
“Holocaust” were tracks of such des- 
olation that it has even been sug- 
gested Chilton was deliberately 
sabotaging his own work. 

The album has been called 
“Third,” “Femme Fatale” and “Sister 
Lovers,” but the world would not 
be able to buy a legal copy under 
any title until 1978 for, around the 
time of its recording, its record 
label went under. Big Star itself 
soon folded. 

Posthumously, Big Star has grad- 
ually acquired a legendary, cultish 
status. R.E.M., JeffBuckley andthe 
Replacements have all acknowl- 
edged its influence and all three 
albums are accepted in many 
quarters as neglected clas- /S|

THE ELEGANT UNIVERSE ON “NOVA” 

(8 p.m., PBS) For those not up on their 
physics, stringtheoryembracesthe new 
and exciting notion thattheentire uni- 
verse is made up of infinitesimally tiny 
strings of energy. 

The strings are too tiny to be seen or 
measured, so belief in the theory bor- 
ders on faith. But a growing number of 
scientists think that string theory may 


be a variation on the unified theory of, 
well, everything, that Albert Einstein was 
working on during hisfinal decades. 

Parts one and two of “The Elegant 
Universe” take viewers from Newton’s 
theory of gravity through 20th century 
theories of relativity, electromagnetism, 
atomic physicsand quantum mechanics.

FILE SHARING I Apple Computer 
Inc.’s iTunes music software rips 
and burns songs. It links you to a 
legal music store. It’s easily down- 
loadable. And now it’s available to 
the 95 percent of computer users 
who depend on Microsoft Windows 
operating systems. 

ITunes for Windows is as fully 
featured as the Mac software. The 
catch is that if you want to transfer 
songs to a portable player, you’ve got 
to use an iPod, which start at $300. 
Still, compared with the Windows 
competition, iTunes can’t be beat. 

Even in Windows, iTunes resem- 
bles a program on the Mac OS X 
operating system. The interface 
looks like brushed aluminum — 
you’ll either love it or hate it. Click 
on the rainbow eyeball in one cor- 
ner and the view changes for quick, 
simple browsing by genre, artist or 
album. The navigation scheme is 
carried to the iTunes Music Store, 
which is always easily accessible and 
charges 99 cents per track or $9.95 
or more per album. 


Apple also has partnered with 
Audible.com and offers 5,000 
audiobooks for sale. For $15.95, 1 
purchased Walter Isaacson’s recent 
biography of Benjamin Franklin. 
The process was as painless as buy- 
ing a song. I burned it to six CDs 
simply by inserting blank disks and 
clicking a button. 

In the latest version of iTunes, 
Apple has posted more artist biog- 
raphies and what amount to liner 
notes. It’s even got celebrity play 
lists. ITunes has also improved 
its organization of classical music, 
though the identification of com- 
posers, conductors and performers 
is still wanting. 

One thing iTunes can’t do is 
play or encode songs in Microsoft’s 
secure Windows Media Audio for- 
mat, which is becoming the stan- 
dard for competing online music 
stores. Apple is sticking with the 
secure Advanced Audio Coding, the 
native format for its music store and, 
of course, the popular MP3 format.

My legs itch when I run, whether

You’re not alone, oddly enough.

QUITTING I Smokers who want to 
quit can find plenty of help — from 
behavioral counseling to nicotine 
patches and gum to the smoking- 
cessation pill Zyban — but those 
aids don’t work for everyone. 

Seventy percent of smokers say 
they would like to break the habit, 
according to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 

But, in a study of Wisconsin 
smokers published earlier this 
year, 70 percent of smokers said 
they had tried to quit one to five 
times; most relapsed within a week. 
A new medication could help even 
those who find it particularly dif- 
ficult to quit. The drug, varenicline, 
attempts to shorten the road to 
quitting by targeting the specific 
mechanisms in the brain involved 
in nicotine addiction. 

In a small, seven -week study 
comparing the new drug, devel- 
oped by Pfizer, with Zyban and 
a placebo, 48 percent of smokers 
taking varenicline were able to quit 
smoking. In contrast, 33 percent of 
smokers taking Zyban were able to 
quit; 16 percent of those taking a 
placebo kicked the habit. None of 
the participants knew which pill 
they were taking. Now the pill has 
been ushered into a larger, inter- 
national study to corroborate the 
effects seen in the earlier study. 



BRAIN FOOD: Varenicline works by activating the brain’s nicotine receptors. 


Varenicline activates the nicotine 
receptors in the brain, altering the 
normal response to the substance. 
It does this in two ways, by allowing 
the brain to think the nicotine has 
arrived, thus satisfying the crav- 
ing, but by not being pleasurable 
enough to contribute to craving 
and addiction. 

Nicotine delivered via cigarette 
acts like a 100 -watt lightbulb in the 
receptor, says Dr. Karen Reeves, 
executive director of manufac- 
turer Pfizer’s global research and 
development program; varenicline 
acts like a 50 -watt bulb in the same 
receptor. 


Researchers say the drug’s big- 
gest advantage may be in its abil- 
ity to soften the blow of a relapse. 
“If the smoker lapses and smokes 
a cigarette, varenicline has the 
potential to diminish the sense of 
satisfaction associated with smok- 
ing,” Reeves says, “this is likely to 
prevent a lapse from turning into 
a full-blown relapse.” 

The continuing studies on var- 
enicline will explore dosage, pos- 
sible side effects and how to best 
use the medication. Varenicline did 
not cause any serious side effects 
in the early studies. Reeves says.

Nuts Make the Grade 


NUTRITION I Though the benefits 
may not have been proved beyond 
a shadow of a doubt, packages of 
nuts will soon include the health 
claim that nuts can help lower 
cholesterol. 

The Food and Drug Admin- 
istration recently eased its restric- 
tions on allowing manufacturers to 
make such claims on their prod- 
uct labels. Previously, food makers 
needed to have “significant scien- 
tific agreement” to carry a health 
claim on food labels. For example, 
high-fiber foods could have a label 
stating that diets high in fiber can 
reduce the risk of some types of can- 


cer, which scientists almost univer- 
sally believe to be true. 

Now foods can carry a health 
claim with a corresponding grade 
(A, B, C or D) that reflects the qual- 
ity of the scientific evidence behind 
the claim, even if it’s not conclu- 
sive. An A grade means the FDA 
believes there is “significant agree- 
ment” backing it up. The claims, 
along with their accompanying 
grades can be placed on labels 
and in advertising. 

Nuts are the first food to apply 


for and receive permission to run 
a health claim under the new pro- 
gram. Makers of almonds, hazel- 
nuts, pecans, pistachios, walnuts 
and peanuts can run a level B health 
claim (the evidence is moderate but 
not conclusive) as long as the nuts 
are not packaged in fatty foods. 

The B grade reflects studies that 
show nuts appear to lower choles- 
terol, but too few studies have been 
done to show with certainty that 
nuts can reduce the risk of certain 
diseases, shari roan (l.a. times)

For Lupus 

DRUGS I CellCept, a drug used to 
prevent organ rejection in trans- 
plant patients, works as well as 
chemotherapy for treating kidney 
failure from lupus but with fewer 
side effects, a study shows.

Ghouls of All Ages 

Adults are claiming Halloween for themselves 


TRENDS I Step into Frank’s bar 
and you’ll get a glimpse of what 
Halloween is becoming. 

The popular Chicago tavern has 
been decked out for weeks in black 
and orange, and patrons can order 
drinks with such names as “Sex on 
a Tombstone.” On the night itself, 
manager Robby Ehlert expects to 
see a number of costumes that won’t 
be G-rated. 

“A lot of the costumes are, uhhh, 
not costumes kids would wear,” he 
says with a chuckle. “You’ll see sexy 
cops, sexy pirates — anything sexy 
basically.” 

Increasingly, Halloween is a 
holiday for adults, sometimes cel- 
ebrated with kids but often with- 
out them. 

“I’ve never seen a season like 
this,” says Joe Marver, founder of 
Spirit Halloween Superstores, a 
chain of nearly 200 specialty stores 
nationwide that open just for the 
weeks preceding the holiday. 

Marver says most adults used to 
wait until the last minute to throw 
together a costume. But this year. 


he’s already had to reorder some 
lines of adult- sized garb. Adults 
now represent up to 65 percent of 
his costume sales, a noticeable shift 
compared with years past. 

“I think our generation is a little 
more hesitant to let go of childhood 
than past generations,” says Ehlert, 
who is 30. “We want to hang on to 
Peter Pan as long as we can.” 

Meanwhile, others are carving 
out their own holiday traditions. 

At OrangeYouGlad, a three - 
woman design firm in New York, 
Halloween is an “official company 
holiday.” Last year, the trio dressed 
as “Domo-kuns” — friendly space 
creatures from Japanese lore — 
and attended the packed annual 
Halloween parade in Greenwich 
Village. The following day, they 
traipsed around town posing for 
photos with tourists. 

Experts say the traditions that 
gave rise to Halloween — the Celtic 
“Samhain” festival and the British 
All Hallows’ Eve — were mainly for 
adults in the first place. 

“The notion that Halloween is

simply for kids is a misconception 
based on the centrality of trick-or- 
treating in the 1950s, when there 
was an attempt to take the mischief 
out of Halloween and Jnfantilize’ it,” 
says Nick Rogers, a history profes- 
sor and author of “Halloween: From 
Pagan Ritual to Party Night.” 

He says the Greenwich Village 
parade was among the first to re- 
ignite adult interest in the 1970s. 
Today, he estimates two -thirds 
of adults celebrate Halloween.

I am very interested in the telework 
option and I think I’m a good can- 
didate. Alas, my employer won’t 

go for this option. How do I find an 
employer who will? 

Don’t be so quick to rule out 
your current employer. See if you 
can get your boss to agree to let you 
try it one day a week for a month. If 
not, then you need to start looking. 
Keep in mind that few employers 
hire teleworkers from the outside; 
most choose from among current 
workers. Check recent news articles 
citing employers with telework pro- 
grams for starters. 

Can you tell us which federal agen- 
cies are most open to telecommuting 
workforces? Are any state govern- 
ments in the Maryland-D.C.-Virginia 
area friendly to this concept? 

In general, the larger the agency 
the better the odds, but that’s not 
always true. There are pockets of 
telework in many agencies. Check 
www.telework.gov for more info. 
Both Maryland and Virginia state 
governments have become pretty 
telework-friendly. 

Given the chronic transportation 
issues affecting this region, why 
haven’t the state and local govern- 
ments considered laws or incen- 
tives to stimulate telework? 

That kind of mandate for tele- 
work is tricky; we saw in the early 
1990s what can happen when 
employers are required to imple- 
ment trip reduction programs, and 
it wasn’t always pretty. But if the 
traffic, and especially air quality, 
problems don’t start getting resolved 
in other ways, then the mandate 
might follow. But I would rather 
see incentives — carrots are bet- 
ter than sticks.
